ANCIENT CLOCK IS 
LEMOORE HEIRLOOM |) 


An incient clock, with works 
made of wood, and which gave 
continuous service for eighty- 
eight years, has become the 
property of Mrs. W. P. Byron of 
Lemoore, Kings county. It is in 
almost perfect condition after an 
existence of 114 years. The 
clock was made by Chauncey 
Boardman and Joseph Wells in 
Bristol, Conn., and wes pur- 
chased in 1812 by Harvey Harris 
of Hooperstown, New York, 
great, great grandfather of Mrs. 
Byron. The clock has been in 
the family since that date and 
was in constant use until 1900. 
The works, with the exception 
of the escape wheel and the bell 
and hammer, are of carved 
wood. On the back of the dial 
panel are notations of its hav-

Announcement by the Lindsay- 
Strathmore irrigation district, at Vi- 
salia, Tulare county, defendants in the 
10-year litigation involving waters of 
the Kaweah river, of purchase by it of 
an additional ten and one-half miles of 
the Merryman ditch, taking out above 
all the ditches of the plaintiff, Tulare 
irrigation district, has precipitated 
new interest in the contest. 

A mosquito bite on the tongue, even 
though the worker happens to be 
asleep at the time, is an industrial ac- 
cident and the injured man is entitled 
to compensation. The state supreme 
court so held recently. William Miller, 
a cowboy of Newman, Calif., was bit- 
ten. The industrial accident commis- 
sion awarded him $1,957 for hospitali- 
zation, $227 for pay reimbursement 
and $12.50 a week for disability. 

At 25,000,000 squirrels were 
killed during 1925 in California’s 
rodent control campaign, 
which resulted in a direct saving to 
property owners of approximately 
$5,000,000, it was estimated by the 
state department of agriculture. The 
department said that 46,000,000 poison 
baits were set during the year on an 
area of 3,894,728 acres, at a cost of 
$1,176,972. 

With a proposal that the two pri- 
vately owned hospitals conducted in 
the community be abandoned and that 
the present owners and all Napa phv- 
sicians and surgeons combine to es- 
tablish one big ‘modern institution at 
Napa, Napa county, members of the 
New Century club, pioneer among the 
several civic organizations, have 
launched a campaign which they hope 
will culminate in the speedy comple- 
tion of such a project. 

Mrs. Cordelia Bates, Arbuckle, one 
of the oldest living pioneer residents 
of Colusa county, died here at the age 
of 89.

She arranges her 
budget so that the food she buys will 
have all the necessary body building 
qualities, 

“The woman who would keep down 
her food bill will do better to spend 
her money on milk and green vegeta- 
bles than on butter, though butter fs 
one of the best sources of the es- 
sential food element, vitamin A. There 
are butter substitutes, but nothing 
can take the place of milk and vege- 
tables. 

“Milk, food experts say, is the most 
nearly perfect food. Science solved 
the problem by inventing evaporated 
milk, which !s simply fresh cow's 
milk sterilized in cans and with sixty 
per cent of the water removed. Be- 
cause evaporated milk {is of double 
the richness of ordinary market milk, 
many housewives dilute it half and 
half with water for cooking purposes, 
Keeping longer than ordinary milk, 
there is no waste from souring. Then, 
too, it is cheaper. 

“Savings also can be made on meat. 
Cheaper portions of beef skillfully 
cooked are highly nutritious and often 
better tasting than portions which 
cost more. The shoulder, breast and 
stew meat of lamb are excellent. Pork 
shoulders, feet, tails, heart, spareribs 
and hocks are in the same category.”

Railroad 
accidents have been cut more than one-third, or from 12,520 in 1918 to 8,078 


in 1923, the latest government figures available. Street car fatalities also 
have been cut down one-third or from 8,080 in 1918. to 2,006 ten years later. 

Automobile deaths, on the other hand, have increased over five-fold. 
Against the 8,822 deaths in 1913 we have 16,452 in “1928, and the score is 
growing each year.
